The loss of life on both sides has un­ 
doubtedly been enormous, although ne 
otlh ial figures have been issued.

W as Figure in Republican C ircles for 


Fifty Years.

Powell Clayton, who for more than 
fifty >ears has been a figure in nation­ 
al politic, as a Kepublkau, died at 
his ai artm ent in the H ighlands alter 
a long illness.

Ha 
s tv* I in th* C ivil W a r as an officer, 
first as a captain of infantry. He was 
gradually promoted until he came out 
of the service a 
I brigadier general 
at the close of t’le war. 
Following 
tJ»e war he settled on a plantation 
rn ar Pine Bluff, Ark., ami from that 
day until lie ceased his activities iii 
national politics he was recognized as 
the leader of the Republican party in 
that state. 
He was governor of Ar- 
I*anKaa from 1868 to 1871, ami then 
served as United States Senator until 
1877.

"The time for the audience having 
arrived, visitors who come to the Vati­ 
can on foot must again pass the bar­ 
rier of the Swiss guards and once more 
ascend the long stairway.

grounds through a gate at an eleva­ 
tion somewhere In the rear.

Whit# embroidered voile skirt made 
aver a foundation of silk faced with 
black satin, in Russian tunic style. 


Embroidered linen, lawn, voile, m a r­ 
quisette or taffeta combined with d;irk 
satin, preferably black, may las used to 
make a skirt after the accompanying 
model, 
it Is designed especially f-»r 
misses and small women. 
It may als" 
be made In plain materials. 
Two and 
one-hulf yards of 40-Inch embroidery 
will be required for the tunic. 
The 
foundation gores need I \ yard of lin­ 
ing 27 Inches wide. while 2 yards of 
36-Inch snt’n will serve for the facing 
As the tunic is straight the fullness 
about the*raised waist-line has only to 
be disposed of by a few gathers or 
small lucks; therefore this part of tho 
skirt twin be folded so that the part of 
the pattern marked by triple “TTT" 
perforations may be laid on the length­ 
wise fold. 
This Is also true of the 
piecing for the tunic and the skirt sec­ 
tion. 
The piecing for the skirt section 
Is arranged on a lengthwise thread. 
In making the foundation the gores 
are first Joined as notched; then the 
back seam is closed from large “O" 
perforation to low er edge. Finish edges 
above for placket. 
Turn under right 
back edge of aiUrt section on slot per­ 
forations. lap on left back edge to slot 
perforations, press and tack with long 
stem loops. 
Turn under lower edge 
inches for hem 
k>ew to lower edge 
of 
foundation, 
notches 
and 
centers 
even. 
Pleat the tunic, creasing on lines of 
•lot perforations; bring folded edges to 
*o(responding lines of small *‘o" per­ 
forations and stitch. Gather ut per edge 
jet ween double **TT" perforations; or. 
if desired, omit pleats and gather en­ 
tire upper edge. Close hack seam from 
large "O" perforation to lower edge; 
finish edges above for placket. 
Turn 
under lower edge 3% Inches for hem. 
Adjust to position on foundation, cen­ 
ters even; stitch upper edges together 
Adjust a webbing or a straight strip 
of canvas 2 Inches wide to position un­ 
derneath upper edge of skirt for a 
stay; stitch upper edges together. 
The belt may be of the same m ate­ 
rial as the facing of the foundation, 
but in many instances brilliant hued 
satins and silks are used instead.

HARVESTING SOY BEANS. 


When Grow n For H ay T hsy Should Be 
Cut W hery Pods A rs Form ing. 
{Prepared 
by University of 
Wisconsin 
agricultural experiment station.I 
Soy bra na grown for hay should be 
put when the i>ods are forming and 
before the plant begins to drop its 
leaves, 
lf delayed too long the lower 
leaves may drop off and thus the most 
valuable part of tile plaut be lost. The 
stems a Im) become w oody and conse­ 
quently less palatable to stock. 
It is 
preferable to cut early rather than too 
late. 
The crop may be cut with an orth- 
nary mower. 
The beans should lie cut 
early iii the morning after the dew is 
off or late in tile afternoon. 
If cut 
in the morning they may lie allowed 
to wilt until late in the afternoon of 
the same day and then put up in small 
cocks. 
This work is often done by 
hand, as the leaves fall off readily. 
A 
horse rake. however, may be used 
when the vines are nicely wilted, but 
not dried. 
As they shed water quite 
well in wet weather the small cocks 
may fie left to cure for several days. 
If the weather is fair the small cocks 
are turned over before noon and ai 
lowed to cure thoroughly. 
When the 
weather Is unfavorable it is advisable 
to bunch a number of cocks together, 
cover with a hay cap aud allow to 
cure for several days.
